Wilmington selectmen are 
asking themselves and each 
other: Should Wilmington get its 
electric power from Mass 
Electric? 

At least four members of the 
board have arrived at this 
position, as has Rep. Jim Miceli 
Selectmen Bob Cain, Bob 
Doucette, Rocco DePasquale 
and Chairman Jim Stewart have 
taken no action, but -are 
privately considering the results 
of asking Mass Electric to 
furnish power to the Town of 
Wilmington. 

What effect would the with- 
drawal of Wilmington have on 
the Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD) is the 
question. Sixty percent of the 
RMLD eleciricity goes to 
Wilmington 

If Wilmington were to transfer 
it spower source the REading 
Light Department would have 
problems, in view of the as yet 
undefined problems that can 
rsult when the Seabrook power 
station comes on line. So some of 
the selectmen have told the 
Town Crier. 

Last week the officials of the 
RMLD indicated that they would 
talk with the selectmen of the 
three towns served by the 
RMLD, Wilmington, North 
Reading and Lynnfield. This 
week, according to the select- 
men, the RMLD is 
“stonewalling’’ any such talk. 

“They are stonewalling” is 
the public comment of Rocco 
DePasquale. The reason, ac- 
cording to a statement in the 
selectmen’s meeting Monday 


night, is that the Wilmington 

selectmen have become co- 

petitioners with the Wilmington 

Chamber of Commerce (C of C), 

in seeking to protect Wilmington 

light uses from possible 
iiscriminatory practices by the 
MLD.

DePasquale has noted that the 
RMLD, in its statement about 
the possibility of meeting with 
the seleetmen, made last week, 
did not make any statement 
about having a conversation 
with the C of C. 

DePasquale told the Town 
Crier that it was the C of C which 
had first raised the question of 
the possibility of sky-rocketing 
light rates. The Chamber, he 
said, raised legitimate questions 
which deserve an answer, and 
the selectmen went with the 
Chamber officials to a meeting 
of the RMLD to ask those 
questions 


The people of Wilmington 
deserve answers, DePasquale 
said. If the light rate of Reading 
Light will adversely affect the 
people of Wilmington they 
should know of it. If the light 
rate will adversely affect the 
industries of Wilmington, they 
(the people) should also know. 
Such an event would seriously 
affect the tax rates of this town. 

“If the Reading Municipal 
Light Department wants to talk, 
the selectmen of Wilmington 
will talk.

NO TO CONDOS 


Psychologist Ferrera provides non-traditional t

He comes out to meet you. He 
displays a certain courtliness 
and eagerness to show you 
around his garage activity 
center and office area at his 
home on Cedar Street. 

He's trim and healthy, the 
result of a continuing interest in 
weightlifting, dancing, 
wrestling, aerobics, and 
numerous other activities 
White hair peeks our from under 
a tweed cap anda “uniform” of 
pants, sweater, and sports 
jacket show he’s ready for a full 
day with various clients, who 
come from as far away as New 
Hampshire and Framingham, 
for help with their problems. 

He's Tony Ferrara, child 
psychologist, Licensed Certified 
Social Worker (LCSW), and 
founder of the Mind and Body in 
Harmony program. 

The program, a unique ap- 
proach in counseling. troubled 
children, is what occupies most 
of our conversation. 

The program, says Tony 
reinforces the belief that ‘it’s 
okay to fail” as long as you 
make the effort. In his practice, 
he sees youngsters who have 
failed most of their lives and 
have developed a fear of failure 
which has led to such physical 
manifestations as withdrawal, 
lack of self-esteem, anxiety, 
underachievement, aggression, 
self-destrictive tendencies, and 
bed-wetting 

His program allows" for 
building self-confidence through 
praise and utilizing activity 
therapy as a form of behavior 
modification, a sort of stret- 
ching of the body as well as the 
mind. 

While Tony meets with the 
parent in his upstairs office (he 
never works with a child alone), 
assistant Lee Fitzpatrick is in 
the activity center working with 
the child around a special in- 
terest the child may have. This 
may take the form of an interest 
in sports (basketball, hockey, 
boxing, ping-pong, exercising), 
music, carpentry, or arts and 
crafts, the tools and equipment 
of which are found in Tony's 
garage gym set-up. 
ng a _‘‘‘desentizing 

. Lee offers the child 
praise for not giving up. For 
instance, he may tell the 
youngster he has 50 chances to 
get a basketball through the 
hoop. And though he may not 
make one basket, Lee will 
probably say something like 
“Boy, you have guts to keep 
going” to which the child may 
reply “I don't give up.” This 
positive exchange encourages 
the child to keep trying until he 
achieves success and becomes 
proficient in this activity 

One of Tony's basic premises 
is that many parents protect 
their children from failure, 
something done unconsciously 
out of a sense of love. They don't 
allow their children the “dignity 
of failure.” Also, Tony said, 
parents need to let their 
youngsters know that if their 
behavior is bad, there's going to 
be a price to pay 

Children today should be held 
responsible for their actions, 
says Tony. If parents excuse 
unacceptable behavior or allow 
themselves to be worn down by 
manipulative behavior, their 


proc 
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children: will turn out to be 
defiant later in life. 

In fact, with the Mind and 
Body in Harmony ‘program, 
parents do a lot of the work 
themselves. Through his hourly 
counseling sessions, Tony tries 
to build a strong relationship 
between parent and child so they 
can take the new approach back 
home and put it to daily use. All 
told, the program usually takes 
about 10 weeks, with results 
usually seen within the first few 
sessions. 

What led Tony to formulate 
this unusual program? 

“Conventional counseling has 
not worked," he explains, and 
when something hasn't proved 
successful, you shouldn't “jam 
more of the same down people’s 
throats.” Many __ témes 
youngsters refuse to open up in 
conventional ‘‘psycho-talk 
therapy.” In fact, forcing the 
issue could very well compound 
the child's feelings of 
inadequacy, he said 

Mind and Body in Harmony, 
on the other hand, tries to help 
every child “by having the 
approach fit the child, rather 
than the child fit the approach.”” 
Tony said he tries to “take the 
onus” off the youngster at the 
outset by teaching him in 
comnfortable surroundings (the 
gym activity center) without 
using “‘confusing psychiatric 
terms.” 

He also differs with the more 
conventional method by in 
volving parents in their child’s 
therapy as co-therapists. Rather 
than honor a “code of con. 
fidentiality” which gives little or 
no information to parents, Tony 
strives to get youngsters to 
share any information they 
reveal with their parents 
“Unless this knowledge is 
shared,” he says, “how can the 
child be helped?” 

He also accords parents a 
measure of dignity in not 
placing blame and helps them 
deal with their own guilt and 
anxiety around the child. 

Hundreds of letters in his file 
and praise from parents and 
professionals alike attest to the 
success of Tony's program. He 
is most proud of the fact that his 
program was e 
approved by the Mys 
Council for Children 
November, 1984. A copy of the 
report is available from the 
council office to any resident 
desiring more information. He 
feels strongly that if you're 
working with children, you 
should be evaluated to see if 
you're doing a proper job 

One of his biggest backers, 
special needs teacher James 
Demos of Hopkins Street, has 
nothing but praise for Tony's 
program 

As an instructor in the Med- 
ford Public School 
Demos tried many avenues to 
help students with ‘behavior 
management problems, 
problems which blocked the 
normal learning — process. 
Almost as a last resort, he 
discovered Tony's program and, 
over a period of six to eight 
years, referred many clients to 
him. 

Demos altributes Tony's 
success to his ability to “bring 
everyone together collectively,” 
everyone being parents, 


students, teachers, and 
therapist, to try to resolve the 
problem. Tony helps frustrated 
parents and teachers bring out 
the positive image of the 
student, says Demos, even to 
going into the school system and 
sharing his’ approach with the 
child's instructor. 

Tony also has the ability, 
Demos adds, to change 
children’s attitudes, making 
them feel they're “just as im- 
portant and capable as anyone 
else."’ 

Anyone looking at Tony 
Ferrara’s background would 
find it hard to believe he has 
made such a success of his life 
‘The interesting fact is he's done 
it the hard way - through plain 
hard work and plenty of 
motivation. 


Raised in the ““ghetto’’ of East 


Boston,” Tony left school “at 16 ‘ 


years of age to help support his 
family. 

“Things were rough in those 
days, he says.” 


He became a laborer at a fish 
pier and then a pattern maker 
apprentice, learning such things 
as cabinet making and finishing 
furniture. He opened his own 
carpentry business and at age 33 
received his High School 
Equivalency Diploma because 
he felt the need for more 
education. 

‘And even though “going to 
college was unheard of in those 
days,” Tony plodded through 13 
years of night school at Nor- 
theastern University to achieve 
a BS. in psychology and then 
received an Associates Degree 
as a social worker.

One source of regret, says 
Tony, is the fact that he never 
went on to obtain his doctorate, 
a reason others in his profession 
may have looked askance at him 
‘on more than one occasion, he 


says. 

His early background and 
laborer’s experience makes 
clients feel more at ease with 
him, however, Tony said. and it 
also keeps a certain spark of 
“spontaneity” in his job and 
allows him’ to empathize with 
the pain of others. 

Tony started in the psychology 
field as a volunteer and then a 
paid worker at the Eastern 
Middlesex Guidance Center, 
where he first fyrmulated his 
own program. H¢ opened his 
own practice in 1976 in the home 
he built for himself and his wife 
Evelyn on Cedar Street. As his 
clientele increased, he also 
opened an office in Melrose. He 
has served as consultant to 15 
school systems. 

Married 29 years, Tony and 
Evelyn put much of Tony's 
beliefs into practice with their 
own two children: Renee, a 
housewife and mother who 
graduated from college with a 
degree in music which allows 
her to help out at the activity 
center, and Vincent, 26 years old 
and a mechanical engineer. 

Though he admits to “slowing 
up a bit,” Tony relieves job

pressures by working out at the 
Rolling Green Health Club in 
Andover, doing aerobics, 
singing “barbershop” with 
friends who stop by, and going 
dancing with his wife. He also is 
a member of the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce, serves 
on the Advisory Board of the 
Northeastern Regional 
Vocational School in Wakefield 
and the Board of Directors of the 
Family Counseling Service in 
Wilmington. 

If that isn’t enough, he has 
taken advantage of seminars in 
hypnosis in the, past few years, 
receiving his certification to 
treat habit disorders through 
hypnosis as another approach to 
resolving clients’ problems. 

His dream to publish a “sort of 
how-to” book on his Mind and 
Body in Harmony program may 
finally reach fruition in the near 
future 

His book Beyond Parenting 
(When Love Gets in the Way), is 
now making the rounds of, and 
receiving impressive comments 
from, several agents and 
publishing companies. 

All in all, it's obvious to even 
the casual observer that Tony 
Ferrara's caring approach to 
helping troubled children and 
their parents, and indeed his 
very life, has proven to be a real 
success story - in more ways 
than one

Dear Larz: 

Recently I had the privilege of 
speaking to 1,000 professionals 
in law enforcement, education, 
counseling, medicine and social 
service at “The Missing and 
Exploited Children ~ Con- 
ference." We had all gathered at 
Boston's Park Plaza Hotel to 
exchange information and 
skills, and to reaffirm our 
commitment to the well-being of 
children. 

The struggle to reclaim 
childhood can be disheartening, 
but on the day of the conference 
it was poignantly clear that we 
parents and educators are not 
alone. 

Governor Michael Dukakis. 
reviewed the highlights of “The 
Missing Children's Law" which 
was passed in December. The 
new law outlines mandated 
reporting procedures that 
enable vital information con- 
cerning a missing child to be 
entered immediately into the 
State Police and Federal 
computer network. 

Natalie Jacobson, Channel 5 
tv anchorwoman, outlined 
progress being made in media 
coverage and educational 
awareness through the media 
Jacobson was one of numerous 
people who had been working 
behind the scenes to make sure 
the conference came to pass. 

Jay Howell, the executive 
director of the National Center 
for Missing and Exploited 
Children, provided us with a 
national perspective. Positive 
momentum is building in states 
across the country as 
legislatures, schools, com- 
munity organizations and local 
businesses pull together to 
address children’s safety issues. 

One theme sprung up con- 
sistently throughout the con- 
ference. Whether the speaker 
was representing the police, 
Child Find, the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, the Neighborhood 
Crime Prevention Network, 
victim advocates or 
psychologists, the common cry 
was for prevention education. 

I was invited to address this 
issue: ‘Empowering Children” 

How to decrease our children's 
vulnerability without 
heightening their fears? I used 
the two hours to bombard the 
audience with a barrage of 
strategies for empowering 
children and parents with in 
formation and skills that reduce 
the risk of abduction, sexual 
abuse and peer victimization. 

The conference was an 
exhilerating experience. One 
that was full of hope and 
renewed commitment for all 
who participated. And the 
message was clear - There are 
people and resources out there - 
organizations, agencies and 
individuals who can help us 
reclaim childhood. We cannot 
afford to ignore the problem. We 
cannot afford to be paralyzed by 
our fears. We can and must 
direct our concerns into con- 
structive individual and com- 
munity action. 

Wilmington Community 
Schools is making a com- 
mitment through the spon 
sorship of parent programs. The 
Regional Health Center is 
reaching out through the posting 
of Child Find photos of missing 
children through their on-going 
commitment to community 
awareness and education. The 
Chemical People Task Force is 
working with parents, schools 
and police to fight substance 
abuse. 

Each of us needs to ask our- 
selves one question: ‘What an I

Dear Larz: 

I have come to the conclusion 
that the officials of the town of 
Wilmington are in favor of 
condominium developments, 
whether the people of the town 
want them or not, On February 
26, f attended a planning board 
meeting. The two major articles 
in question were articles No. 3 
and No. 6. The arguments 
presented were water, traffic, 
access and existing road con- 
ditions. At the end of the 
meeting the articles were signed 
by the town! Residents had 
almost equal amounts of 
signatures in opposition to both 
articles. 

My question is how did the 
planning board make its 
decision? The hotel was 
disapproved and the con. 
dominiums were approved. Are 
the townspeople being properly 
represented? Whether it be 
condominiums or residential 
homes the qustion still remains, 
‘How could they consider adding 
more traffic to the proposed 
area?’ For example, King Street 
is a steet that can barely pass 
two cars at the same time, let 
along another large vehicle 

Also, there are several bus 
stops on King Street with a total 
of about 30 children. What about 
their safety? And this does not 
include students who have to 
walk to the junior high and high 
school. King Street has frost 
heaves, no sidewalks, and large 
boulders which protrude into the 
Toad. If condominiums pass the 
Special Town Meeting March 18, 
assuming that each unit will 
represent two cars, there will be 
188 plus vehicles from the 
condominium development 
alone, which will all eventually 
end up on Salem Street and Glen 
Road. I think before a 
development of this magnitude 
should even be considered there 
should be major reconstruction 
of the roads in the proposed 
areas and consideration should 
be given to surrounding abut 
ters. 

This area has also been very 
hard hit with a severe water 
problem. As dry as this past 
winter has been there are still 
many homes where pumps are 
continuously running. Ad- 
ditional drainage and sewer 
lines should be run. I fear we are 
another one of those forgotten 
sections of town, or is it more 
like, out of sight, out of mind! 

Could you ever imagine 
condominiums being built in the 
middle of residential areas such 


as McDonald Road, Aldrich 
Road, Chestnut —_ Street, 
Burlington Avenue, Andover 


Street and Woburn Street, all of 
which have poor and or 
hazardous road conditions as 
well as wetlands. Are they to be 
developed next? 

The flow of traffic coming into 
the town from surrounding town 
developments has only made 
Wilmington’s existing traffic 
problems worse. 

Tewksbury has allowed 
condominium developers into 
their town and now they have 
had enough and the townspeople 
are trying to stop further 
developments. Some of these 
same developers and resident 
developers have set their sights 
on Wilmington

Butt trims 
rezoning request 


The Wilmington planning 
board Tuesday night received a 
proposal from Attorney William 
Gustus, spokesman for Paul 
Butt, to reduce the number of 
acres up for rezoning at the 
coming town meeting for a 
motel off Route 62 ? 

The original proposal, voted 
on a week before, was for 
something over twenty acres of 
land to be rezoned to Industrial 
Park zoning. 

Gustus told the planning board 
Tuesday night his proposal 
would reduce the rezoning 
request to ten acres, with the 
rest of the land destined to be a 
gift to the town of Wilmington. 


The planning board had no 
opportunity to vote on the latest 
proposal. Presumably such a 
vote can be made before the 
start of the town meeting next 
Monday 

The planning board did ap- 
prove of a preliminary plan for 
real estate development in the 
former Garden of Eden golf 
course off Chestnut Street. The 
plans had been submitted by 
Joseph Langone, president of 
the Duffer Realty Trust. 

Twenty-six lots of land are to 
be in the subdivision, They will 


range in size from sixty 
thousand to eighty thousand 
square feet

School committee 
renews contract of 
assistant superintendent

School committee members 
agreed Wednesday night to 
extend Assistant § 
Robert Horan’s contract for 
another year, effective in June. 
Even though Committee 
Members Phil Fenton and Tony 
Accardi have both been vocally 
opposed to the assistant 
superintendent's position in the 
both went along with 
Chairperson Bridget Zukas’ 
suggestion to extend the con: 
tract to avoid time constraints in 
hiring a new superintendent 
According to Accardi, with the 
resignation of both the school 
superintendent and business 
manager and the high school 
renovation underway, it would 
be “unwise and educationally 
unsound to break the continuity 
of :the» central office” at this 
time 
After dispensing with the 
contract, Committee Member 
Linda MeMenimen made a 
motion to evaluate members of 
the central office as stipulated in 


their contracts. To her 
knowledge, this was never 
done,she said. The motion 
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School “committee members 
were next in a quandry over 
what to do about numerous 
professional development 
requests with only an ap- 
proximate $1,000 left in the 
account. 


Various suggestions were 
offered. McMenimen wanted to 
restrict the number of teachers 
going to the same conference, 
4and wanted to eliminate all out 
of state requests. Accardi 
wanted to grant only “special or 
unusual requests,” while Horan 
suggested approving those 
requests tied to the curriculum. 

Peterson made a motion that 
Zukas represent the committee 
and join Horan in going over the 
requests until the money runs 
out. The motion passed, with the 
stipulation that they would be 
more careful with that account 
in the future. 

The newly _ proposed 
graduation requirements for 
high school students were 
discussed briefly, with members 
undecided as to the exact date 
they should go into effect. With 
the course selection process 
already underway for next year, 
said Principal Paul Fleming, it 
will be hard but not impossible 
to put them into effect next 
September. 

Accardi was adamant that 
they should be able to change 
the present requirements 
“without losing an extra year."” 

Fenton disagreed, saying that 
they need the extra year to 
make them “really effective’ 
and to inform themselves and 
the public what they really 
entail 

Members seemed hung up on 
the 120 credit limit, with Zukas 
not certain all students could 
carry that kind of heavy 
schedule. To make the school 
committee aware of how many 
subjects students would have to 
carry to meet the 120 limit, she 
suggested Fleming bring a 
hypothetical ninth grade 
schedule to their March 13 
meeting, something Fleming 
agreed to do. Further discussion 
was shelved until then. 


sewer t. Since then 
the sewer and water department 
has been a sewer that 
will go under Shawsheen 
Avenue, one which will be 
properly engineered for the 
purpose for which it is to be 
used. 


Last Thursday at the water 
commissioners” meeting, Atty 
Bill Gustus got a practical 
demonstration of the meaning of 
Allan’s words.

The plan had its merits, but 
Allan pointed out several dif- 
ficulties, in an engineering 
sense. He took about 20 minutes 
to go over the details. 

The biggest difficulty was that 
a sewer~ along Salem Street 
could be used by anyone in the 
area, and the resulting sewer 
load could be too much. 

It would be better, Allan 
pointed out, to havea self 
contained sewer system, on the 
property. Gustus agreed, it 
would be better. 

Gustus, as a parting remark, 
pointed out that Butt owned land 
that had been, and still is, zoned 
for 10,000 square foot lots. 

After he and Sell had left the 
commissioners, with very little 
discussion, rejected plans for a 
sewer which was to serve the 
hoped for condominium in back

The plans had no engineering 
data.

adequate and improved

throughout the community. 

Fitzgerald, who himself has 
children growing up in 
Wilmington, Says he feels the 
young residents of Wilmington 
cannot be forgotten either.

When the room was nearly 
empty, save for the bookcase 
and the furniture we'd piled up 
against my bed, the dog officer 
went to work. He held a large, 
heavyduty cardboard box in one 
hand, and with the other he 
carefully prodded at the rat with 
a long stick.

Walker conveyed the same 
intimacy from the podium at 
Lynnfield that members of the 
audience confessed was the 
feeling she transmits to them on 
the television screen. It was this 
quality. which made her delivery 
feel like an individual tete-a-tete 
with everyone present 

What brought Lynnfield resi 
dent Lois Flewelling, in her 
nineties, to see Liz Walker? 

“Personality,” she said. ‘I'm 
anxious to see if she looks as 
beautiful in person as she does 
on television."’ 

For Wakefield native Ann 
Millett, a resident of Lynnfield 
since 1949, it was Walker's ‘‘sin 
cerity,” that brought her to the 
speaking event, “She comes 
really down to earth,” 
Olive Wood, also of 
Lynnfield, it was the fact that 
Liz Walker “makes the news 
interesting. Her personality just 
holds your interest,”

‘There is never much surprise 
in this film, as the comedic, 
light-hearted tone is set at once.

These conclusions may seem 
a matter of common sense, but 
Angel's study of skeletal re. 
mains from five generations of 
Americans between 1840 and 
1965 provides innovative evi 
dence of'general health status in 
each generation as well as 
health trends that have prevail 
ed over the entire period. Large 
storage drawers of skeletons 
line the walls of part of the Na 
tional Mure of Natural His- 
tory in Washington, D.C. They 
were donated to the Smithsonian 
from tHe dissecting room collec- 
tions of the Washington Univer: 
sity Medical School in St. Louis 
Other skeletons used by Angel 
and Kelley in their research ei 
ther were willed to the Smithso- 
nian or were forensic skeletons 
remains of the victims of violent 
crimes. 

When Angel and Kelley began 
their study four years ago, they 
first grouped the skeletons into 
25-year generaqtional time 
spans. From previous work, 
Angel had determined that in.

Bone growth, for example. 
depends in part on vitamin D 
and the individual's protein in- 
take.

In 
severe cases, lack of ultraviolet 
light-sunlight-necessary for the 
body's production of vitamin D 
can cause a bone deformatin 
known asrickets. 

In the five-generation study, 
the Smithsonian scientists have 
documented an increase in these 
measurements and an increase 
in bone growth as calculated for 
overall stature. “‘All three’ 
skull-base height, pelvic depth 
and stature - “improve with bet 
ter nutrition," Angel says.

era. For Angel and Kelley, 
bones with “‘crests”’- the growth 
of extra bone material to ac- 
commodate new muscle tissue 
developed by backbreaking 
labor - provide corroborating 
evidence. 

Rickets was suspected in 10 
out of 31 skeletons, although 
Kelley and Angel-have no solid 
clues as to why rickets would 
have afflicted these people. 
Stress fractures and other sorts 
of wear and tear on bone attest 
to their hard lives. Thus, the an- 
thropological evidence, sup- 
plementing written data, lends 
insight into the lifestyles and 
occupational skills of a group of 
Americans one researcher has 
dubbed “‘the invisible people.” 

Results from the Catoctin 
study showed that males from 
the sample lived an average of 
six and a half years longer than 
the women. Kelley suspects the 
women had shorter lives 
because of deaths in childbirth 
and perhaps because of the 
higher female incidence of 
anemia 


At some point in the early 19th 
century, Angel says, life spans 
for both black and whie women 
began catching up with those 
charted for men, probably 
because of a trend toward 
smaller families, hence less 
childbirth stress. But as Angel 
notes, “women from the beginn 
ing are physiologically expen- 
sive"’ than females. That is, men 
have greater muscle strength. 
greater food needs and higher 
blood pressures than women.

a long-held myth that colonial 
Americans were much shorter 
in stature. Angel thinks this 
misconception might stem from 
portraits of the day that were 
painted in a style that makes the 


subjects appear shorter or from 
architetural trends that 
featured low ceilings and door- 
ways. In fact, according to 
Angel, colonial people would not 
be noticeaby shorter than most 
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modern Americans even though 
skeletal features show increas- 
ed stature over time. 

The obstacles to good health 
faced by today's Americans are 
different from those of our 
forebears. “Being overweight i: is 
the major health problem in the
